The meeting was fruitless 


of results, for it was decided that no 
further 
effort to reach an agreement 


would avail, and the association was 
formally dissolved. 


The big interests of the Messaha, 


Rockefeller, Carnegie and the Minne- 
sota Iron company were unable to 
agree, and it was announced tvftcr tho 
meeting that tlia different companies 
on the new range would make prepar- 
ations immediately for the sale of ore 
and for a production suited to their 
ideas of the demands of the market, 
irrespective of what might be done hy 
the owners of mines ou the old range. 


This means lower prices for ore and 


a greater production than would have 
prevailed it all the companies were in- 
cluded in the pool. 


A meeting of the producers of Bes- 


semer ore on the old range will be 
held, and it is the general opinion 
that a pool of their interests will be 
effected, even though this is 'not cer- 
tain. 


It is thought that one serious effect 


of tho breaking up of the ore associa- 
tion would be reduction in wages of 
labor, which in some cases has already 
taken place, and in others is likoly to 
occur. Strikes and labor riots are an- 
ticipated by -some. A few of tho pro- 
ducing interests, however, including 
the Rockefeller mines, both on the 
Messaba range, and the Gogebec range, 
have announced that they do not In- 
tend to niiike reductions of wages, no 
matter to what price ore may fall.

skill of the American factory operative 
are all the protection which he needs 
or desires. ' The labor argument of the 
protectionist oan be reduced to an ab- 
surdity which makes it amazing that 
it should ever have been seriously ad- 
vanced. To say in one breath that the 
welfare 
of labor depends upon its 


wages, and that its wages in tarn de- 
pends upon its skill and intelligence, 
and in the next breath to say that the 
very intelligent and highly 
skilled 


laborers of this country cannot success- 
fully compete with the ignorant and 
unskilled laborers of the old world, is 
equivalent to saying that skill and in- 
telligence are not of great advantage to 
the laborers who possess them. 


To our rniuds it involves a contra- 


diction 
in history, as well as in 


economic theory, to hold that the fac- 
tory labor of a civilized country needs 
protection against the factory labor of 
an uncivilized country. The fact that 
the unskilled laborers of a half-civil- 
ized country live more cheaply than 
the skilful laborers of a highly civil- 
ized country is more than counter- 
balanced by the greater productiveness 
of the skilled and intelligent laborer. 
If this view of the question needed 
further support than the mere state- 
ment of it, it can be found in those ex- 
cellent works whioh assert that the 
skill and intelligence of the American 
laborer are such that he is able to pro- 
duce seven times as muoh as the less 
skillful and less intelligent laborer of 
continental Europa and fifteen times as 
much as the ignorant and unskilled 
laborers of Asia. Surely, it will be ad- 
mitted that a productive capacity seven 
times as great as the one and fifteen 
times as great as the other should be 
all that the American laborer needs to 
protect himself against the competition 
of European drudges and Asiatic serf a."

They say that druggists not only fill 
prescriptions and sell medicine, but 
undertake to diagnose cases and pre- 
scribe, thus infringing on the duties of 
the physicians and depriving them of 
their fees.

any one not a registered physician to 
prescribe, and counter prescribing has 
been brought to the attention of grand 
juries in some Ohio counties, indict- 
ments and convictions resulting.
